classified in class 435, subclass 25. 
II. Claims 8-22 and 38, drawn to a matrix for an enzyme sensor 
comprising latate oxidase, a cross-linking agent and an 
enzyme stabilizer, classified in class 435, subclass 174. 
10 III. Claims 23-37, drawn to a matrix for an enzyme sensor 

containing creatinase, sarcosine oxidase, a cross-linking 
agent and an enzyme stabilizer, classified in class 435, 
subclass 175. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 
15 Inventions I, II and III can each be separately used without 

using any other invention. Invention II requires lactate oxidase that 
is not required by III, and invention III requires creatinase and 
sarcosine oxidase that is not required by II. Inventions II and III 
can be used other than in a composite membrane as required by I such 
20 as to enzymatically convert a substrate with only the matrix to 

immobilize the enzyme. Invention I can be used without inventions of 
II and III since the matrix of II and III does not have to be in an 
enzyme layer as required by invention I. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
25 have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
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classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
